Germans Trying lo Regaia 
Ground Strew the Earth 
With Their Dead. 

HUNS CROSSED THE AA 

Despite Heavy Rains on Ison- 
zo Front Italians Are Keep- 
ing Up Their Attacks. 

Again the French and Germans are 
engaged in extremely heavy fighting 
in the Verdun sector, with the Ger- 
mans trying to recoup their kwees ol 
the tost week on the right bank of the 
Meuse but with General Petain's 
forces liolding them back almost ev^ 
I rywhere and covering tbo fTOOni 
with their dead. 

Over a front of nearly two miles 
the Germans Sunday morning follow- 
ing unsuccessful attacks Saturday 
night in the sector of the Bois Deo 
Fosses and the Bois Des Caurieres 
returned to the fray with renewed 
vigor, especially around llill 344. At 
some points French trenches were 
captured by the Oermans but firoa 
these they later were driven out 9Vd 
the French line was entirely r e e» 
tiiblish. In the fighting around the 
Boi9 Des Fosses, Saturday night the 
Germans left nearly 1,000 deodoa 
the ground boftee the Fl«nch poi^ 
tion. 

At various pointo on the frool hM 

by Field Marshal Haig the Brittoh 
troops have delivered successful at^ 
tacks, especially northwest of St 
Quentin, where Qerntan ppaittons oa 
a friwt of several hundred yards were 
captured and prisoners taken. 

In Flanders the big guns are still 
loanngon the mighty bombardment 
that has been in pMitnss for a fbrt- 
nigbt but as yet the tadhntry hao aol 
been loosed for the impendiOK dMh 
into the enemy territory. 

There has been a considerable slack- \ 
ening of the Oerman advance in 
northern Rnato due in krge meesnri 
to the RussiaaooMWagalMNli ataos^ 
eral points. 

On the upper reneheeof fhoAo 

river the Germans halve thrown pon- 
toon bridges across the waterway and 
are gathering their forces for anoHier 
onstought. Concentrattons of Qei^ 
mans also have been di sc overed if 
the regions of Jacobstadt and Dvin.sk, 
probably indicating that Prince Leo- 
pold, of Bavaria proposes an extes- 
sive operatioo iflainat the Rnsitoao ia 
this regkm. 

On the lower end of the line in Ru- 
mania the Russians and Rumaniano 
continue to hold the Auatrtons nod 
Germans, for no gains have been 
made notwithstanding violent attacks 
which have been prooedtli bf hoOVf 
artillery fire. 

Although terriflc storms have brokoM 
over the Austro-Italian front, causinf 
fhe rivers to overflow their banks 
and turning the plains into quagmires 
the heavy battle for Monte San Gab- 
riel continuee unabated, with the 
Italians violently attacking but with 
the Au.strians still maintaining the 
position. On the Carso ptoteau the 
battle has again lessened in violetu-c, 
only artillery dueto and patrol actiuu 
taking ptaoe.

MACHINE TESTS LEATHER. 

The phoe-leather testing machine 
of P. L. Wonnley of the United 
States bureau of standards, has af 
Its diief part a cam wheel, about 
11 inches in diameter of the t-Iiape 
of a four-leafed clover, and on each 
of the four faces is mounted a teat 
sample. The wheel makes about 
'thirty Tevohitions jn-r minute on a 
horizontal axis. It is mounted at 
the middle of two parallel metal 
bars, pivoted at one aid and free si 
the other, and its faces rest in tiinj' 
near the outer eilp' of a 15-iDeb 
horiz<iiital disk. 1'ressure is givea] 
by the weight of the bars, with any! 
additional load that nay bo su»>' 
pended from their free ends. Tlie 
cam wheel drivtn by a chain frmu 
a motor, turns the horizontal disk, 
which has a cement friction top, and 
is provided with brake wheel aud 
load carrying brake strap for giving 
resisfaiH i' to rotation.

Quite Outrageous. 

'When Floyd J. l^swell was ap- 
pointed postmaster of Dwcnsboro -a 
place that he never sought and was 
most surprised when ha. learned he 
had been chosen for it — he found th^ 
office tilled with deputies and clerks 
who, owing to the civil service law, 
could not be removed, and therefore 
he had to accept their aerviceaand dis- 
sociation. Moreover, the ofTicia] 
bonds of these men were fixed by 
government and they were made to 
the government, and not to |he post- 
master. 

Strange as if may seem, the clerk 
who handled nearly all the^ moiicv 
for money orders, registered letters 
and postal saving deposits was re- 
quired to give a bond of only $1,000. 
This clerk since .Mr. I.aswell became 
postmaster three years ago has been 
twice checked up by a pottolBce in 
spector, as a civil service appointee, 
and his accounts pronounced coriect. 
More than a year has gone by since 
the hwt inapection, it beug claimed 
that the inspector waa too busy to get 
around sooner, and now this clerk is 
caught as a defaulter to the amount 
of f7,35(). The clerk admits he has 
regularly been stealing for three 
years, and was stealing when check 
ed up by the inspector botbtime!>, but 
easily fooled him. 

But now the government, aflir fix 
ing this clerk's bond at the ridicu- 
lously low sum of $1,000, will'lnstst 
that the postmaster, who did not ap 
point bim, couU not raaaove bim^ had 
no voice to flxhig bia bond, baiHittle 
authority over him owing to our beau- 
tiful civil service, must take from his 
own pocket $6,350 and pay the i>al- 
ance of tbia diafaoneat man'a deCilca> 
ioiL 

Surely this case calls for congrea- 
sional relief and our senators and 
congressmen should see that Poat< 
master Laswell gets it Otherwise 
why should any man who amounte to 
anything want to be a postmaster or 
consent to bold such a position.—
